Changes in the composition of 
households have contributed to the 
decline in the average number of per- 
sons per household. Fewer children 
per family, more one-parent families, 
and more persons living alone are all 
L^pt<?''_s_^ Jri the decline in average 
household size, which fell to a hew low 
of 2.67 persons in 1986, compared 
with 2.76 in 1980 and 3.14 in 1970 
(table 2). 

Average family size also reached a 
new low of 3.21 persons in 1986. 
down from 3,29 in 1980 and 3.58 in 
1970. Househdid size and family size 
have fallen largelyj^ecause of the 
decline since the mid-1960's in the 
average number of persons under 18: 
PPJ^P^T®^ with the past, households 
and families are more Hkely to cbhtaih 
fewer children, or no children at all. 



Age at Marriage 

In 1890 (the first year for which such 
data are avallabje), the mediah age at 
first marriage was 26.1 years for men 
and 22.0 years for women. The me- 
§l^]''st rnarriage is that age 
by which half of the persons who will 
ever marry have done so: By 1956, 
the average age at which persons In- 
itiall_y married had declined to 22.5 
years for men and 20.1 years for 
women. During the period of roughly 
the past 30 years, the. trend has 
reversed, and by 1985 the estimated 
median age at first marriage had 
reached 25.5 years for merj and 23:3 
years for women (table 3). The rise in 
the median was especially rapid be-' 
tween 1975 and 1985. In 1986, the 
median stood at 25.7 years for men 
arid 23.1 years for women. Although 
the median age at first marriage for 
men during the 1980's has^not been 
quite_as high as that recorded for men 
!G:1890«_t^® iT^edtan for women over 
the period slnce_ 1980 has been as 
high or higher than any previously 
recorded level. 

Many of today's young adults are 
apparently choosing to remain single 
for a longer period prior to entering 
their first marriage, at least as corn- 
pared with their predecessors in the

Another indication of the extent to

the increase In the jDercentaye of per- 
sons In their twenties and thirties who 
have hbt_ yet married.

years old had not mamed m 1986— a 
22-percentage point increase from the 
por^espdridihg prbpbrtibn in 1970

their early twenties, about 28 perceht 
of women 25 to 29 yea-s old in 1986 
l^^^^riot yet rriarriedi thjs figure Is up 
from 11 percent in 1970. 

The 1986 data indicate that only 
about 5 percent of women age 40 or 
older had never rnarrled. It is not yet 
known whether today's young adults, 
after a period of delay, will eventually 
marry in as high a proportion as their 
Pr?clecessdrs, but it is likely that the 
vast majority of men and wdmeh who 
have not yet married will do so at 
some point in their lives. 

Unmarried Coupies 

In 1986, about 2.2 million persons 
were maintaining living quarters which 
they shared with one unrelated adult 
of the opposite sex. About 1:4 million 

61 percent of these •'unmarried- 
couple" households consisted of a 



male hoaseholder^wjth an uhrela^^^ 
worrian sharing his household, and 
the rertiaihder were worneri sharing 
their -household with an unrelated man 
(table 5);

Revised Estimates 

The survey weighting procedures for 
persons of Spanish origm have been 
revised. The effect of the new 
weighting methods can be seen in 
t3ble 6, which shows estirriates for 
1984 based on both the original and 
revised methodology. Prior to 1984, 
the estimation procedures used in the 
survey controlled to independent 



estirnates of the population by age, 
sex, and race, but not to independent 
estimates of the Hl^span|a pdpU[atiorl. 
Since 1984, the weighting procedures 
have included controls for the 
Hispanic population by sex and age, 
and beginning In 1986 thes^ popula- 
tion control totals also include 
estimates of undocumented aliens.
